STATISTICS. 


A  SMALL  INCREASE  IS  AGAIN  REPORTED  IN  THE  ESTIMATED  RESIDENT 
POPULATION  AND,  DUE  TO  THE  RE -V  ALU AT  I  ON  OF  PROPERTIES,  THE  RATEABLE 
VALUE  HAS  ALMOST  DOUBLED.  THE  SUM  REPRESENTED  BY  A  PENNY  RATE  HAS 
ALSO  ALMOST  DOUBLED. 

The  BIRTH  RATE  WAS  SLIGHTLY  LOWER  THAN  THAT  OF  THE  PREVIOUS 
YEARS  AND  DROPPED  BELOW  THE  AVERAGE  FOR  ENGLAND  AND  W ALES.  THE  DEATH
